Impaired consciousness, Zim-

Hichard Allen and Absalom

Seattle Black Family 

Loses"Wrongful 
DeatlT Suit 

{Seattle. Wash-I — A L5 
nnllion doUar ‘wrongful death k 
suil filed against the city of 
Seattle and a notorious White 
killer cop by the farnily of a slain 
Black man was denied here last 
week by an all-White jury on the 
grounds that the cop had acted 
eorrecüy "in the line of dutyd 

The suit was filed by the farnily 
of Joe Hebert, whicb indudes his 
widow, Sbirley, his mother, Mrs, 
Leoda Eledsoe, and his father, 
Joe Heberi, Sr*, on behalf of 
Joe J s son Yusef, The suit was one 
of the largest ever filed against 
the Seattle Police Department. 

After the testïmony was com- 
pleted. the jury ruled in favor 
police officer Allen J. Earlywine, 
daiming that his murder of 
Brother Hebert was a "reason- 
ablc " action in view r of the 
circumstances. The Hebert farnily 
intends lo appeal the decisïon to 
the Ü.S. District Court, 

Earlywine alleged that he 
rnurdered Brother Hebert on the 
night of February 15, 1975, 

bêcause he (Earlywine) was in 
fear of his life. After chasing Joe 
— a suspected burglar — for sist 
blocks ihrough the predom Lnantly 
Black Central Seattle nrea, Enrty- 
wine , shot Joe in the back of the 
head hom a distante the police 
offreer maintnined was 2Q to 3& 
feet, 

Earlywïne's chiof contention ts 
that Brother Hebert had turneci 
around to face Eartywinc with on 
"object" in his (Joe s) hand 
which appeared to Earlywine to 
be a gun.

DALLAS ELECTION OUTLAWS CiTIZENS’ REVIEW 
OF POLICE BRUTALITY 


B.P.P. Horassed In Canpai|n Against Proposition 6 


{Dallas, Tex.1 - In an election 
highlighted with harassment of 
the local Chapter of the Black 
Panther Party and widespread 
voting irregelarities, the Dallas 
White power atructure, led by the 
City Council, on April 3 obtained 
the passage of an amendmenL to 
the City Charter outlawing the 
right of Citizens to reviqv. police 
brutality and misconduct, 

Significantly, however, a dty- 
wide campaign spearheaded by 
the Dallas Chapter of the Black 
Pan the r Party in opposftion to 
"Propositïon 6" — whoae pas¬ 
sage eliminated the portion of the 
Dol las City charter requiring the 
Dallas Civil Service Board 
{DCSB1 to investlgate all written 
charges of misconduct against a 
city employee if the complaint is 
signed by three persons — polled 
44 percent of the total votes cast - ;

lOakhndi, Calif.) - From Cali¬ 
fomia to New York legal prece- 
dents are heftig set giving new 
rights io prostitutes — “ladies of 
the nighi" — and creating 
harsher penaltEes for their male 
"customers." who have tradi¬ 
tional ly escaped prosecutïon. 

Male customers must now be 
arrested as often as womcn 
prostïtutes by police offïcers 
enforcing Cslifomia's anti-pros- 
titution stalute — or the cases 
against women prostïtutes will be 
thrown out on grounds of sexual 
discrftninalion, Pacific News Ser* 
cïce rcports, 

That's the impact of a ruling 
handed down tast week by a 
three-judge panel in the state's 
First Appellate District, Women 
in 250 cases in Alameda County, 
rtelghbnring San Francisco, had 
their solicitation and prosLitution 
arrests thrown out because the 
court found that sexual discrimi- 
naiion in the enforcement of the 
‘3V-' vïotat&d thar Consiiiaiiomil 
right to equal proleet ion. 

DISMISS Al 

The decision is the first to 
require dismissal of a serious 
cnminal mdlctment because a law 
was unequally enforced against a 
wholc class of persons. 

Alameda County Public De- 
fender Michael Millman used 
O aki and statistica for 1973-74 to 
show how system atic bias worked 
ag&inst the arrested women: 1448 
females arrested r only 59 male 
cu stomers picked up. 

Most of the solicitation arrests 
we re made by decoys — police 
officers imitating prostïtutes as 
customers. The court found that 
women were arrested 20 Limes 
more often than men because the 
departmeni used male decoys 20 
times more often than men 
because the department used 
m&le decoys 20 limes more often 

than femaSe decoys. When no 
decoys were used, the mimbers 
were even more unbaJanced: 325 
women , two men . 

That's the way anti-proatitution 
statutea have LraditLonally been 
enforced by police departmenls in 
Califomia and the rest of the 
country: round op the women and 
iet ihe male ' 'tricks ' go free. 

Kul Califomia law as it is 
wrilten appliea equaily to men 
and women, buyers and sellers, 
Tbe pen al code defines protrtu- 
tion as "any lewd act between 
per.sons for moruvy" and specifiek 
that "every pernon' who en- 
f-ijg*". in the act is subject to 
pronocution.

In the Alameda County case the 
Dokland Police Department chose 
to prosecute only the female 
participant^ in sexual transac- 
tions on the alleged grounds that 
they as setlers were the "pro- 
fiteers" in ihc deal. 

After a Jower court ruled 
against this “selective discrimi- 
natory enfor c ome nt pattem, 1 ' 
□akiand police had to chatige 
their taclics, even though the 
cases were on appeal. Last year 
461 males were arrested, aa 
compared \vith 651 women, Tom 
Condit, senior-trial district at- 
torney for Alameda County, 
expects this two to three ratio to 
even out eventually.

"The soïe purpose of sweep 
arrests," the complaint alleges, 
"is to intimidnte, harass and 
punish women who frequent 
thoroughfares of Manhattan and 
c^e suspected of heing prosti- 
tutes." The suit further charges 
t hat Lh e pol icy is u n-Con st i tu tiona I 
and discriminates against Black 
a^d batin women. 

According to Liberation News 
Service, under the sweep arrest 
poïicy, Manhattan police make 
round-up arrests of "suspicious 
looking" women solely on the 
basis of their "known” status as 
prostitutes — not because of any 
criminal conduct, Those arrested 
are charged with disorderly con¬ 
duct and held for hours — 
sometimes overnight, 

Police and public officials have 
admitted that sweep curests are 
probably Idgally indefensible.G

The announcement came 
as ei result of city-wide education- 
al cuthacks and a compromise 
worked out during the 1975 
teachers' strike. 

Faced wïth the shortened day, 
Ufstrict ü. eijTi- fi{ 35 school 
districts in New York City’s five 
boroughs, took a hard look at its 
budget and stalfmg, rearranged 
pnontïeSr and armounced thai ii 
could dismiss children at the 
usual 3:00 p.m, time.

{Washington, DCJ — The 
official unemployment rate 
among Blacks bas steadily risen 
ove the last eight months from 
13,D per cent to 13.7 percent, and 
workers who have been without 
work for longer periods than any 
time since the Great Depression. 
Liberation Afeuus Scrut'ce reports. 

According to the National 
Urban League, which issues 
quarterly statistics on Black 
unemployment, "The unoffidal 
but more accurate Black jobless 
rate remains at 26 per cent.” 
Black unemployment is now over 
3,000,000 the Urban League says. 
“taking into account those work¬ 
ers who have become discour- 
aged and dropped out of the labor 
market and those holding part¬ 
time lobs because they could not 
fmd full time jobs (not counted in 
the official Department of Labor 
statistics,)” 

VVhile some peoj>lf> nr& 
their Jobs back, over one million 
peopté around the country were 
reported to have exYiausuid 
unemployment benefits. As of 
January, 1976, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment reported over 1,500,000 
people out of work for seven 
months or longer — three Limes 
as many people os the previous 
January. 

MANPOWER TRATNIKG 

To make matters worse, the 
Urban League reports that man- 
power training (job teaching) 
funds to inner dries have been 
shifted to suburban and rura! 
areos. At the same time. CETA 
[Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act), the emergency

- Inmates on San Quentïn's Death Row^ here 
emeredthe second week of Lheir hunger strike last, week, vowing to 
continue the strike until prison officials met the inmates' numerous 
demands, which mclude better health care. Speoking on behalf of 
the 42 sLrikmg inmates, attomey Paul W, Comiskey said that three 
of them are ill, one of whom Comiskey said should bc hospitalized 
because of a bleeding ulcer. 

Comiskey charged ihat San Quentin officials are lying in claiming 
that the pdsoners are eating food from the canteem All that they 
have been consuming, he reported, is toffee, water and gigarettes 
The attorney went on to explain that the condemned inmates are 
angry because the prison administration has denïed them access lo 
the media, preventing them from building widespread community 
support for theix demands. 

Three of the inmates' 11 demands have aiready been rejected by 
the prison. They are the demand for a hot lunch to rcplace the 
present cold sack lunch - denied because allegedly it is nol 
"logisUcaUy possible": the rjght for all of the Death Row inmates to 
exercise at the sumc time; and the demand to keep the present 
vb.jtmg room. A prison spokesperaon said thal a new visiting room 
m under construct ion whidi will separate visitors and inmates bv 
bulleLproof glass. y

{Washington, D.C.} — Black 
pditicians and leaders across the 
country — including the Con- 
gressional Black Caucus {CBCf — 
have bitlcrly condemned Demo¬ 
cratie presidential candidate 
Jimmy Carter tor his racist 
comment last week that the 
“ethnic purity 1 ' of White neigh- 
borhoods s hou ld be pre serve d. 

Alt 17 CBC members de- 
nounced Carter s statement. Bay 
Area Congressman Kon Dellums, 
a CBC momber, warned Black 
voters to begin to closely study 
the attitudes and records of all 
presidenLial candidates ïnstead of 
'“eheaply" giving their support to 
Curler. Dellums added: 

“Jimmy Carter is. in fact, a 
strarsger to most American people 

— and for that matter so are 
virtuaJlv all of tne other candi- 
dates in this race.'' the Berkeley, 
Califomia, Black Democrat said. 

STATEMENT 

Carter s ‘ethnïc purity" state¬ 
ment — which was also been 
widely critirized by his opponenis 
fnrthe Democratie nomination as 
Uil as som* of the White 
establishment media in'the Ü.S. 

— was made in a disast roes 
campaign speech on April G in 
South Bendp Indiana. AttempLing 
to appeal to "Archie Bunker" 
type Whites. the fermer Georgia 
governor said that he npposes 

‘artïficial" or “deliberate" 
effortsby the federa! government 
to inject 1 ‘allen grotips'' - a clear 
reference Lo Black people — into 
communities with a different 
racial or economie makeup. 

A bekled attempt by Carter to 
apologize for the racist statement 
failed completely. He had been 
considércd a “liberal" by many 
Black Democrats in the country, 
snme of whom have been aetively 
campaigning for Carter. 

Meanwhile. Carter got one vote 
of support from for me r Georgia 
governor and oreh segregatiomsl 
Lester Mnddox. Maddox, who 
was iintorious during the early 
and middle lgSOs for usihg piek 
handles to beat Black patrons out 
of his frien<l chicken restaurant in 
Atlanta ratlier than Integratc, 
said: 

I want to Lhank him (Carter) 
for coming out with a new 
segregationist term. 1 think that s 
a greal term. We sQgregationists 
have been Iqoking for one for a 
long, long time/'. ■

Dunn, a 
19-year-old Black worker, was 
gunned down by a pair o! White 
night-riders near the campus of 
Southern University there, His 
murderers have yet to be ïound, 
Dunn and a friend, lti-year-old 
Gus Sivens. had just left an 
all-night da nee sponsored by the 
Southern University student gov- 
ernment. The danee was part of a 
week of aelivkies lo support Gary 
Tyler. a Black 17-yeör-old youth 
who is currenlly on death row in 
Louisiana. 

Dunn and Givens were stand¬ 
ing at a bus stop near the campus 
when au orange-colored VW with 
Lwo Whites in it pulled up and 
pointed a shotgun at them. Tba 
passenger fired and the car sped 
off. Dunn was killed as he pushed 
Givens away from the shots, 
sa vings Givens' lilc. 

Leaders of the movement to 
Free Gary Tyler have drawn a 
direct conneetion between the 
Dunn nuirder and other nttempts 
to ha rass supporters of Tyler. 
MichaeJ Knphm, a spokesperson 
for the Free Gary Tyler Commii- 
:ee in New ürleans, pointed to

In the office were two comrudes 
Warren Tucker, a captain En the 
Barty, and another momber. As 
wc talked. un eleven-year-old boy 
burst into the office and said. 
"The poiice are at my friend s 
house, and they r re tearing up 
the place, 

This house was only about 
three blocks away, so the two 
Black PanLhers and l hurried to 
the scene Warren Tucker had a 
4a pistol slrappéd to his hip in 
fu 11 view - but theothertwoofus 
had no weapons. We never kept 
weapons in the office, sïnce we 
were there nnly periodically. 

When we arrived, we found 
three policemen in the house, 
Lurning over couches and chairs, 
searching and pushmg a little boy 
around and shouling, “ Where’s 
the shptgun?'' The boy kept 
saying, "1 donk have a shotgun/' 
bul the poiice went right on 
looking, 

1 asked the policeman w r ho 
seemed to be in charge if he had a 
search warrant, and he answered 
that he did not need one because 
he was in JJ hot pursuit." Then he 
lotd me to leave the house, The 
little boy asked me to stay, so 1 
COntinued to question the poiice, 
telling thèm they had no right to 
be there, The poEicemon finally 
turned on to me. ”Voii're gdïng 
to get out of here,' he said. 
'No, I said, "you leave if you 
don't have a search wmrrant." 

SEARCH W'ARRAM 

In the micidle of this argument 
the boy s father arrived and also 
asked the poiice for a search 
warrant. When the poiice ad- 
mitted they did nut have one. he 
ordoted them out. As they starled 
lo leave, one of the policemen 
stopped in the dnnrway and satd 
to the father. AVhy are you 
telling us to gel out? Why donk 
you get Hd of these Panthers? 
They're the Lmublemnkers/ 

The father replied, ' Before 
this I didnk like the Panthers, I 
had heard bad Ihings aljout them, 
hut in the last few minuies l've 
changed my mind, because they 
helped my son w hen you pushed 
him around." 

The poiice been me even more 
outraged at this. AU iheir hostility 
ntnv tumed loward us. As the 
whelle group went down the steps 
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Coivardly Oakland poiice 
amass on ma in East 
Oakland Street {above I 
and arrest Hlack rrwn 
(righ t ]. Biack Pa n t h er 
Party leader and c hief 
theoretician Huey P, 
Newton led armed 
pa trots against poiice 
brutality in the eariy 
days of the Party 


and out into the yard, more 
polïcemen arrived on the scene. 
The house was directly across the 
streel from üakland City College, 
and the dtween or so poiice cars 
had nttracted a crowd that was 
milling about, The policeman who 
had been ordered out of the house 
took new courage al the sight of 
reinforcements. 

Walkïng over to me in the yard. 
he came close, saying. “You are 
always making irouble for us." 
Coming doser sttll. he grow led at 
me in a low voice that could not 
be overheard, "Ynu mother- 
fucker.' This was a regular poiice 
routine, a transparent strategy. 
He wanted me to curae him 
before witnesses; then he could 
arrest ene. 

But I had Eeamed to be 
eautious. After he calletl me o 
motherfucker, he siood waiting 
for the explosion. but it did not 
come in the way he espected. 
Znstead, 3 called him t\ swine. a 
pig. & Mlimy snake — everything I 
could think of wnthout usirtg 
ïirofanity. 

By nnw he was almosl apoplec- 
tic. “You’re talking to me like 
that and you have a weapon, 
You’re displaying a weapon in a 
rude and threatening faghion." 
Then he tumed to Warren Tucker 
— Warren a S gun was stil] in its 
holster — and said. “And so are 


you.’' As if on signa!, the fifteen 
poiice men who had been standing 
around uncertainly stormed the 
three of us and threw r on 
handeuffs. 

They did not say they w r ere 
placing us under arrest. If they 
had, we wou ld gladly have taken 
the arrest under the circumstan- 
ces wdlhout any resistanee. From 
the way wc went hurtiing off in 
the paddy w’agnn. w r ith ils siren 
wailingand poiice cars ahead and 
behind, you mEght have thought 
they had bagged a Mafia espo. 

BOOKED 

After we were hooked, they 
searched us and found a penknite 
In Warren Tucker s pocket, the 
kind Boy Scouts usc. So. they 
dropped the charge of “display- 
ing a weapon in a rude and 
trentening manner" and charged 
him simply %vith carrying a 
concealed weapon. Even that 
charge was eventually dropped, 
This was the kindof harassment 
ment we went ihrough over and 
over again, simply because we 
chose to exorcist? our constitu- 
tional righes to self-dofenso and 
stand up for the eommunity, In 
spite of the lact that we folio wed 
ihe law' to the letter, we wet o 
arrest ed and Convieted of all sorts 
of minor trumped-up charges.

Q: Thé British foreign secre- 
tary, Mr. Catiaghan, has said that 
Mr. Smith must accept elections 
ieading to majority rule within 
ewo years, Would that be an 
acceptable time scale?

time to qualify. If Britaïn wants to 
make Rhodesia her responsibi- 
lity. ii should be eight months, at 
most 12 f for transiLion, because 
rime is very dangtrous and there 
ia a war situatiën in Rhodesia. 

Q: Can you explam the timing 
of your deciston to close Mozam¬ 
bique^ border with Rhodesia 
on March 3 and apply United 
Natiën r s sanction? 

MACHEL: Essentially this 
move is to destroy Jan Smith's 
économy. We have elosed the 
i'O&ds and railways whieh support 
Rhodesia 's economy. But for 
these who are for freedom,

When we closed the border, wé 
were web aware of the économie 
consequences. But for Mozam¬ 
bique Et is a temporary setback, 
even it if lasts five years. VVhat 
wé imported from Rhodesia we 
can import from elsewhere, Bui 
Rhodesia cannot replace ihese 
routes. In the final analysis T they 
will suffer most. 

Q: Since the Angolan war. Dr. 
Kissinger and others in the West 
have expressed fears that Cuhan 
troops may fight in Rhodesia and 
South West Africa. Would you 
allow foreign troops to travel 
through Mozambique to fight in 
Rhodesia? 

MYTH 

MACHEL: These fears are 
essentially the myth that exists 
umong the White# that the Blanks 
are not capable. But who brought 
down Portuguese colonialism 
which was the representative of 
Western civilizatïon in Africa? 
Was it the Cubans, the Kussmns, 
or any olher foreigners? For ÏO 
years we fought in Mozambique 
and we defeated Portuguese 
colonialism. We were able to 
transform the armed struggle into 
a revolution and we took power by 
force. We are leoding our state in 
a revolutionary way and making 
profound changes in our society. 

When 1 was a chiid and went to 
church. White priests used to say 
that God was White and that 
ölacks did not go to braven whén 
they died, So now they say that 
Black# cannot beat the Whites 
wit hout the help of olher cou nt ries, 
without the active pEirticipation of 
Whites. They must not ignore our 
capacity. The Ziinbabweans wilt 
defeat lan Smith without Cuban 
participation.

DUNK SHOT REINSTATED IN 
COLLEGE AND HIGH SCHOOL 


BASKETBALL 


(New York, N.Y,} - The 

National Basketball Ru les Asso- 
ciation voted last week to rein¬ 
state the "dunk" shot in college 
and high school basketball where 
it had been outlawed since 1967, 
The “dunk" or “stuff" shot 
was banned in March, 1967, just 
two days after Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar (then Lew Aldndor) had 
led the University of Califomia at 
Los Angelos (UCLA} basketball 
team to the National Collegiale 
Athletk Association (NCAA) 
c ham pions hip Many teams feit 
disadvantaged by Jabbar's tower- 
ing presence (Lhen approximately 
7 feet, 2 inches! and in turn 
viewed the dunk shot as art unfair 
shot since they could not match it. 

CHAM PI ONSHIPS 

Despite the banning of the 
dunk shot, Abdul-Jabbar contin- 
ued to dominate college basket¬ 
ball and led UCLA to two more 
consecutive NCAA champion- 
ships in 1968 and 1969, 

John Wooden, Jabbars coach 
at UCLA and winner of 10 NCAA 
championships in 12 years before 
he retired last season, expressed 
regret over the reinstatement of 
the dunk shot, although admit- 
ting he was very upset nine years 
ago when it was outla wed. 

“1 hated to see them put the 
dunk out at the time/' Wooden 
saidt "but shorlly after it was 
done, I told Lew (Kareem), l lt will 
do nothing but make you a better 
basketball player 1 1 just think it s 
better for the players without the 
dunk," Wooden continued 
'hey'il get to do it in the pros. 


Wooden believes that "Hous- 
ton (then wdth Elvin Hayesl had 
more to do with it (the outlawing 
of the dunk} than we did." But 
headded. "Most persons thought 
Alcindo-r was the reason for 
getting rid of the dunk, and he 
(Alcindor) did loa." 

With the advent of such players 
as New r York Nets star Julius 
■ Dr, J" Erving, the "Professor 
of the Dunk,” it has become 
even moreobviousthan before that 
the dunk shot addsa "thrilldimen- 
sion" to basketball, In fact. a 
1 * DunkShot 1 f contest highlighted 
the ha!f-time activities at this 
years American Basketball Asso- 
ciation (ABA) All-Slar Game in 
Denver,

"Under normal circumstances 
when the environment is benign, 
not threatening, not rlangerous, 
mi]d ïf you will, then what 
detwmines your behavior is very 
much a consequente of ihings 
Jike your personality, your chnr- 
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acter s truc ture, your moral train¬ 
ing, your religious background, 
your cultural background In fact 
the dinical psychologists and 
most psychologists study the 
behavior of normal people in 
norm al tircumstances and at- 
tempt to show that that behavior 
is influeneed by personality anü k 
that you can predict the way 
people behave in those situations 
if you know somethmg about their 
personality. And indeed there are 
ïndïvïdual difterences in what any 
person is likely to do in those 
situations, depending on their 
background.

i4 Howeuer, when the environ¬ 
ment becomes more and mor^ 
extreme, more tot al, more stress - 
fut, more novet, more unusual, 
more threaiening. then the be¬ 
havior that results is less and tess 
a consequente of the background 
or personality of the individual 
and is much more totaliy deter- 
mined by the nature of the 
environment, What that means is 


individual's behavior in au ab -
